bank checks or sight drafts, 2 cents 
each: bills of exchange, (inland) time 
draft, promissory notes, meney orders, 
etc., for each $100, 2 cents; bills of 
lading receipting for any goods to be 
exported, 10 cents; bills of lading to 
be issued by express and transporta- 
tion companies, for each package, 1 
cent; telephone messages charged at 
15 cents or over.l cent. Another class 
is as follows: Conveyances valued be- 
tween $100 and $500, 50 cents; tele- 
graph messages, 1 cent: mortgages, 
between $1,000 and 81,500, 25 cents; 
for 
each $500 additional, 25 cents; 


powers of attorney to vote, 10 cents 
to sell., collect rent, or collect, 25 
cents. 
All deeds are to be taxed also 


at 50 cents for those in which the 
consideration is between $100 and 
$500, and for each additional $500 or 
fraction thereof, 50 cents additional 
tax shall be levied. Now there is a 
clause which is liable to make any 
one forgetting to put on the required 
stamp jump around a little bit until 
he has that matter adjusted. It reads 
as follows: 


Sec. 7. That if any person or per- 


sons shall make, sign, or issue, or 
cause to be made, signed, or issued, 
any instrument, document, or paper 
of any kind or description whatso- 
ever, without the same being duly 
stamped for denoting the tax hereby 
imposed thereon, or without having 
thereupon an adhesive stamp to de- 
note said tax, such person or persons 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall pay a fine of not mere than one 
hundred dollars, at the discretion of 
the court, and such instrument, docu- 
ment, or paper, as aforesaid, shall not 
be competent evidence in any coarb. 


And here are other sections which 


it will do well to heed: 


Sec. 9. That in any and all cases 


where an adhesive stamp shall be 
used for denoting any tax imposed by 
this Act, except as "hereinafter pro- 
vided, the person using or 
affixing 


the same shall write or stamp there- 
upon the initials of his name'and the 
date upon which the same shall be 
attached or uded, so that the same 
may not again be used. And if any 
person shall fraudulently make use of 
an adhesive stamp to denote any tax 
imposed by this Act without so 
effectually canceling and obliterating 
such stamp, except as before men- 
tioned, he, she or they shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall pay a 
fine of not less than fifty nor more 
than five hundred dollars, or be im- 
prisoned not more than six months, 
or both, at the discretion of the 
court. 
Sec. 30. That if any person or per- 


sons shall make, sign, or issue, or 
cause to be made, signed or issued, or 
shall accept or pay, or cause to be ac- 
cepted or paid, with design to evade 
the payment of any stamp tax, any 
bill of exchange, draft, or order, or 
promissory note for the payment of 
money, liable to any of-the taxes im- 
posed by this Act, without the same 
being duly stamped, or having there- 
upon an adhesive stamp for denoting 
the tax hereby charged thereon, he, 
she, on they shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be .'punished by a fine 
not exceeding two hundred dollars, 
at the discretion of the court.

When the first curl of black smoke 


appeared on the distant horizon at 
noon and announced the coming of 
the

expected soldiers, General 


Garcia himself, with the officers of his 
staff around him, stood on a hillside 
overlooking the sea and gave forth ex- 
pressions of Joy as he watched the 
approach of the vessels. 


The welcome news soon 
spread 


among his half-fed, half-clothed troops; 
and great shouts arose from the dark 
skinne'd. veterans who have spent three 
years in fighting the war of liberty. 
They' watched the Seguranca, accom- 
panied 
by 
the' auxiliary, 
gunboat 


Gloucester, draw away from the other 
vessels .and make her course to the 
flagship.' After she had taken Admiral 
Sampsoruaboard they saw her heading 
for 'shore near their mountain camp. 
The Cubans sent a guard of honor to 
the beach to receive the Seguranea. 


As soon as she came to anchor in 


the cove, General Shatter and his staff, 
including General Ludlow, chief of en- 
gineers, and Admiral Sampson/accom- 
panied by a guard of soldiers, went 
ashore In 'small boats. They we're re- 
ceived by the Cubans with all military 
honors, and horses were placed at the 
disposal of General Shatter and Ad- 
miral Sampson to ride up the steep 
trail to General Garcia's headquarters. 


The Cuban commander's tent is'a 


rude hut, covered with leaves and con- 
taining only a meager 
camp outfit. 


Here, after w.ords of greeting had been 
spoken, the consultation was held. It 
lasted several hours. 
General Garcia 


explained his-plans fully; told how he 
had the Spanish General Pando cooped 
up in Manzanillo, without the possi- 
bility of his being able to co-operate 
with the Spanish troops in Santiago, 
and laid before the American officers 
maps showing all the mountain trails 
leading to Santiago from the most con- 
venient landing places east and west 
of the harbor entrance. 


General Luellow, in particular, made 


a close investigation of this subject 
and sought all the information avail- 
able with regard to the most feasible 
plans of transporting a large body of 
troops overland. 


Not to Occupy Porto Rico Now. 


Washington, June 22.—The project to 


occupy Porto Rico is now regarded by 
the highest military authorities of both 
the army and navy as practically re- 
moved from immediate consideration, 
and unless the death rate of General 
Shatter's army from diseases indegen- 
ous in Cuban soil is exceedingly high 
the president's desire for the prosecu- 
tion of a general aggressive campaign 
throughout 'he entire island of Cuba 
may be promptly entered upon the 
moment Santiago is captured.

Nearly All Commercial Ports of Cuba 


Arc Blockaded—Heavy Reinforcements 


Are to Be Rushed to General Shatter 


at Santiaco de Cuba at Once, the Flr«t 
Expedition Leaving 
Newport 
N«w» 


Thursday MoriiiiifJ—Two Oliio Regi- 
ments Will Be Included In the Next 


Expedition. 
Washington. June 22.—According to 


the proclamation of the president and 
the declaration of congress it has been 
two months since war -with Spain brokft 


out.The cad of that period finds nearly 
16,000 United'States troops lying ott 
Santiago preparing to land; it finds 
cable communication established be- 
tween the government at Washington 
and the advance guard of the expedi- 
tion in Cuba, and it finds Cuban ter- 
ritory in 
the 
possession of United 


States marines backed by a squadron, 
and nearly all of the commercial ports 
of Cuba blockaded. 


The government has now determined 


to send heavy reinforcements to Gen- 
eral Shatter at Santiago. The first ex- 
pedition will leave Newport News 
Thursday morning, carrying Brigadier 
General Duffield'a separate brigade of 
the Second army corps, made up of the 
Ninth Massachusetts, the Thirty-third 
and Thirty-fourth Michigan and the 
Third Virginia regiments, in all about 
4,090 men. 


The next forces to go will include 


those of Brigadier General Garretson 
of the Second brigade of the First 
division, Second army corps, embracing 
the Sixth Illinois, the Sixth Massachu- 
setts and Eighth and Ninth Ohio regi- 
ments. 


This will at once swell, the American 


forces at Santiago de Cuba to about 
24,000 men. 
But the expedition will 


not stop at that number, as there is a 
determined purpose to send forward a 
sufficient force to crush any Spanish 
command which can be concentrated 
at that point. 


According to reliable" estimates In 


the possession of the war department 
there are not to exceed 14,000 Spanish 
troops at Santiago de Cuba, while 100 
miles away to the. northwest, at Hol- 
guin, the Spanish corps commander, 
General Pando, has 10,000 men. 


They are well armed, well disciplined, 


saasoned to the climate, know 
the 


fighting grounds of-that locality and 
are probably as good an all-around 
fighting force as the Spaniards can 
bring to bear.
